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FEATURES OF THE NEW NARCOTIC BILL 

The new narcotic bill passed by the New York State 
Legislature is in the main satisfactory to the drug trade. 
The only section which met opposition from druggists 
was the one requiring triplicate order blanks, and it is 
suggested that the bill can be amended next year if found 
faulty after a fair trial. The bill recognizes the drug 
habit as a disease and provides for the commitment of 
addicts to an institution where they can be treated and 
possibly cured. It also provides.a supply of drugs for the 
use of victims and thereby strikes a blow at the illicit 
traffic which owes its existence to the fidelity with which 
the wholesale drug houses have observed the laws, both 
National and State. 

Senator George H. Whitney explains that the objec- 
tions of druggists to the triplicate order blank, on the 
ground that the system would prevent the shipment of nar- 
cotics out of the State, were met by an amendment ex- 
empting interstate shipments. All that is required of a 
person ordering narcotic drugs from firms outside of 
the State is that he shall file with the State or local 
board of health the one copy of the official State or- 
der blank. In every case the purchaser is required to 
file a copy of his order, not the firm from whom he or- 
ders. Senator Whitney says physicians and druggists 
should supply addicts with legitimately needed narcotics. 





LOOKING FOR $50,000,000 IN DYESTUFFS 

It is said that the National Aniline and Chemical Co., 
Inc., has contracts on hand for 30,000,000 pounds of dye 
material to be delivered in 1917, and is taking orders for 
1918. The orders on hand probably represent business 
taken by the former National Aniline and Chemical Co. 
as agent for the Schoellkopf Aniline and Chemical Works, 
Buffalo, for which the old company was the selling agent. 
With that amount of business to start with, and the added 
contracts of the W. Beckers Aniline and Chemical Works, 
Brooklyn, the Benzol Products Co., Philadelphia, and the 
Standard Aniline Products Co., Newburgh and Wappin- 
ger Falls, the new merger will absorb a fair proportion 
of the $50,000,000 trade which the managers are looking 
for annually. 

Why the new corporation is moving to Madison ave- 
nue as a headquarters for its New York offices is a puz- 
zle to the trade, now centered in the lower end of Man- 
hattan Island. Perhaps I. F. Stones, active head of the 
concern, has seen the advisability of being near the textile 
trade, which has located in Fourth avenue, just around 
the corner. He knows the advantages of concentration 
and is probably convinced that the textile field will yield 
good returns now that the Germans are not in it. The 
test will come when the war ends and foreign compe- 
tition sets in again. 





URGES APPOINTMENT OF CHEMIST 


The American Pharmaceutical Association, by its presi- 
dent, F. J. Wulling, has appealed to the Secretary of War 
for the appointment of a pharmaceutical chemist, with the 
rank of colonel, to the office of chief medical purveyor to 
take charge of the purchase and distribution of pharma- 
ceutical and medical supplies. 
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A FEDERAL LICENSE AND COMMERCIAL TAX 


There are many different ways which a business firm 
or corporation can legally employ to avoid paying its full 
Income Tax. This also applies to any additional tax on 
extra profits of corporations, or any super-tax, and all 
such forms of taxation have a tendency to encourage 
trickery in business and make us a nation of “side-step- 
pers.” 

Special taxes on teas, coffees, sugar, etc., primarily fall 
on the masses and the high cost of living makes such 
taxes most undesirable at this time. Stamp taxes on pro- 
prietary articles, receipts, stock certificates, etc., etc., are 
one big infernal nuisance to American business men and 
the amount of tax produced is small in proportion to the 
time involved and the trouble they cause. It is a petty 
form of business which has never been popular in this 
country and should not be encouraged. Employers have 
something else for their employees to do besides keeping 
them busy licking revenue stamps. Any business man 
would prefer to give the Government a check once a year 
and not be bothered with the details which stamps require. 

If our law makers really want to know how to tax busi- 
ness in a practical way so as to raise all the revenue re- 
quired, here is a plan which is earnestly commended to 
their serious consideration: 

A—FEDERAL LICENSE—Each individual, firm or 
corporation in business for profit shall pay an 
annual license of $3 a year, payable annually 
in advance for each calendar year. Each pro- 
fessional man who practices his profession for 
his own profit, shall pay a license of $3 a year, 
but exempt all professional men who are in the 
employ of others. 

The privilege of doing business in this country is surely 
worth something to every one in business; it is also worth 
something to the professional man to be able to practice 
his profession in the United States, and one cent a day is 
a moderate amount to pay for such privileges. 

For carrying out the provisions of this proposed “Fed- 
eral License” use the machinery of the Post Office De- 
partment; require each Postmaster to notify all persons, 
firms and corporations in his district who must be licensed; 
also see that they have licenses by requiring them to make 
their applications through his office. Make this license 
cover the calendar year, and whenever any one goes into 
business during the year, or into the practice of his pro- 
fession, compel him to apply to his Postmaster for a li- 
cense; the latter gives him a receipt for his money and 
turns it over to the Internal Revenue Collector, who sends 
the applicant his license. In other words, make it easy 
and convenient for one to get his license. Post offices are 
everywhere, while Internal Revenue offices are few and 
far between. 

B—TAX ON SALES—In addition to the above pro- 
posed license, all individuals, firms and corpora- 
tions doing an annual business of $5,000 or more 
shail pay a Federal tax on their gross sales, or 


gross earnings, the percentage of such tax to be 
determined each year. 


Under the provisions of the above “Federal License” 
plan each individual, firm or corporation in business 
will be registered in Washington, and soon after the first of 
each year each licensed business should be required to re- 
port the total amount of its sales or earnings for the pre- 
ceding year. After deducting all those whose total annual 
business is less than $5,000 a year require all others to pay 
a tax which would vary each year according to the gross 
amount of such sales and earnings and the amount of 
revenue to b- rais2d.

For example, if the total sales should amount to five 
hundred billions and a revenue of one billion is requireg 
the tax would be 1-5 of one per cent, or $2 on each thou. 
sand dollars of annual sales. It has been estimated that 
a tax of less than 1-10 of one per cent, or less than one 
dollar per thousand of annual sales would raise more rey. 
enue than any sane Congress would ever ask for, even in 
war times. 


Farmers should be required to take out a license the 
same as other people who are in business for profit, and 
they should pay a tax on their sales beyond the limit of 
$5,000, which would let most of them out of this tax. The 
banks might best be taxed on their average loans and dis- 
counts. The sales of real estate could very justly be omit- 
ted, as realty already carries a very large part of our State, 
county and municipal taxes. Commission houses, brokers, 
etc., should be taxed upon the total amount of their com- 
missions when they sell on a commission basis, and the 
owner of the goods or stocks which they sell should pay 
the tax on such sales made for him. Railroads and similar 
corporations to pay on their gross incomes or earnings, 

There are two things which even the most ordinary busi- 
ness man is apt to know. These are the amount of his 
sales and the amount of money he has in the bank. He 
may not know how much he is worth or how much he has 
made or lost during the past year, but he does know, or 
can easily find out, how much were his annual sales. 

From the Government standpoint a tax on gross sales 
and gross incomes is most desirable because it is a very 
large figure, how large even the best authorities have been 
unable to agree, but it amounts to several hundred billion 
of dollars each year, and a uniform tax on all sales would 
be a very small percentage of the total amount. 

Business would soon adjust itself to this expense the 
same as it does for rent or insurance, and the amount 
would be so small as not to be a burden on any one busi- 
ness and so distributed that all business concerns would 
pay their proportion and not evade taxes as many thow- 
sands of them are doing at present. Another great ad- 
vantage of this commercial tax on sales would be the in- 
valuable statistics which such reports would supply—an 
absolute line on the business of the country from year 
to year and in each branch of business. These statistics 
would not only be of great value to the Government, but 
equally valuable to business men in the various. branches 
of business, and in no other way could such reliable data 
be secured. 

MODIFY THE INCOME TAX 

If this commercial tax on sales is adopted it would of 
course relieve all firms and corporations from the income 
tax. Continue the income tax if you must on individuals 
and let each individual fight it out with his own conscience 
and his own money, but do not throw this stigma on to our 
business firms and corporations, and do not tax any man 
with an income of less than $5,000 a year. Above $5,000 a 
year increase the tax rapidly as the income increases, but 
if we exempt the business man whose sales are less than 
$5,000 a year so should we exempt the salaried man whose 
salary is less than $5,000 a year. Tax business, tax profits 
and tax sales, but do not tax labor. 

We are on the threshold of large war taxes and enor- 
mous sums of money must be raised by taxation. The busi 
ness of the country can best pay these taxes, for it will 
gradually adjust itself to them and pass them along to 
the ultimate consumer, where all taxes eventually land. 
The Federal license is an equitable form of taxation be 
cause it applies to all branches of business and to all busi 
ness concerns, no matter how large or how small. The 
tax on sales is easy to understand, easy to keep, easy to 
compute and easy to collect. It does not disturb a mans 
business system or make unnecessary demands upon his 
time. It will furnish statistics invaluable to all lines of 
business and it will easily produce all the revenue that the 
Government car iustly demand. 
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WAR IS ROBBING THE DRUG TRADE 
IN LONDON OF ITS BEST WORKERS 





Many Firms Threatened With Extinction by Loss 
of Men—German Government Decree Taking Over 
Stocks of Drugs and Chemicals Indicates Growing 


Scarcity. 

(Special Correspondence.) 

Lonvon, April 9—The increasing scarcity of food and 
the much higher level of prices, brought about by high 
freights, heavy insurance rates, and Government export 
and import restrictions, are ‘factors which are gradually 
undermining our commercial activity. The further in- 
roads made by the military authorities in calling up every 
available man of fighting age regardless of position, in- 
fluence and value in commercial circles, are fast becom- 
ing acutely felt and several firms are thereby threatened 
with extinction. 

The entry of the United States into the European war 
cannot fail to affect your markets as well as our own, 
and it is matter for speculation as to what products will 
be most in demand. The material and financial partici- 
pation of the United States in the war cannot fail to 
shorten the conflict and must tend to the further restric- 
tion of forward shipments and contracts for future de- 
livery. European rates of exchange must benefit ma- 
terially, especially in countries such as Italy, where the 
depreciation amounts to as much as thirty per cent. 

Doubts have frequently been felt as to the power Ger- 
many will still possess after the war in dominating cer- 
tain of the world’s markets in her old specialties, such as 
chemicals, synthetic drugs, dyestuffs, etc, and much 
speculation indulged in as to what extent stocks in that 
country may have accumulated during the last two years 
and a half. Some light on this question may be found in 
the decree of the German Government of March 15 con- 
trolling all stocks of drugs and chemicals which exceed 
certain quantities. 

The following items may prove of interest, the quanti- 
ties named being the maximum permitted to be held either 
by the German wholesaler or the retailer, and probably in- 
dicate growing scarcity: Agar agar, 80 kilos, strips 30 
kilos; aloes, Cape and Curacao, 10 kilos each; Copaiba 
balsam, 50 kilos; Peru balsam, 10 kilos; cantharides, 5 
kilos; opium, 5 kilos; Ipecacuanha, Cartagena, 10 kilos; 
Ipecacuanha, Rio, 10 kilos; senega, 30 kilos; storax, 50 
kilos; spermaceti, 10 kilos. 

The list of chemicals is a long one and requires that 
holders of salvarsan, neo-salvarsan, quinine salts, bro- 
mides, cocaine, acetyl salicylic acid, morphine, Peru bal- 


sam and pyramidon in quantities above those specified, © 


e. g., 20 tubes of salvarsan or 1 kilo of cocaine, must keep 
an exact book record of the alteration of stocks and ren- 
der a return to the Government of all stocks held at 
given periods. This measure is no doubt taken to keep 
down speculation and husband resources. We further no- 
tice that Minister Hellferrich in his last speech declared 
in the Reichstag that Germany produces at the present 
time as much nitrate as Chili furnished before the war to 
the whole world. 

The following may be recorded as the principal market 
changes during the week. Opium of all varieties is very 
firm with upward tendencies. Stocks are more or less 
controlled, especially Indian, and are diminishing in quan- 
tity. Persian is 2s dearer at 40s; Turkey, 11 to 12%, is 
now worth 47s 6d per pound. Strychnine has again ad- 
vanced by 3d per ounce. Pure B. P. crystals are 3s 9d 
per oz.; sulphate 3s 6d per oz. 

Sennas are sparingly offered. Tinnevelly bring %4d per 
Ib. dearer all round. Buchu is scarce. Fair clean green 
round are limited at 6s per lb.; oval leaf is held at 3s 6d, 
or an advance of fully 9d per Ib. 

Gamboge—Fourteen cases just arrived have been sold 
= -” advance of £4 per cwt., viz., £34 10s to £34 15s per 
wt. 

Ipecac, Matto Grosso, is in better demand at 10s 6d per 
lb. Johore, 23 bales, sold at 8s 8d to 8s 10d. 

Kola nuts are scarce. Sound are fetching 84d per Ib. 

Annatto seed, cardamoms and gentian root are easier. 

Acetyl salicylic acid, China antimony, ergot, honey and 
shellac are somewhat lower. 

Quinine has a strong undertone and it is inferred that 
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the embargo on this and many other products will be 
lifted as regards the United States. 





GLYCERIN, OIL AND ACIDS WANTED 
(Special Correspondence.) 

WasuinctTon, D. C.—The Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts of the Navy Department, asked for proposals for 
opening on May 1 for 900 gallons of glycerin, C. P.; 
25,000 pounds of muriatic acid, technical; 8,000 gallons of 
coal-tar naphtha; 55,000 gallons of raw linseed oil; 20,000 
pounds of sal ammoniac.

The new corporation will own and operate five plants, 
one each at Brooklyn, N. Y.; Waterbury, Conn.; Eliza- 
bethport, N. J.; Erie, Pa., and Chattanooga, Tenn., and a 
greatly enlarged output is already being manufactured.

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DRUG TRADE CONFERENCE RECOMMENDS 
AMENDMENTS TO THE HARRISON LAW 


Would Make It a Felony for Any Unlicensed Person 
to Have in His Possession Narcotic Drugs, the Sale 
of Which Is Forbidden by Law. 


(Special Correspondence.) 
Wasuincton, D. C., May 1—The National Drug Trade 


Conference today finished the two days’ session held in the 
cabinet room of the New Willard Hotel. This was a spe- 
cial meeting called for the purpose of discussing the Har- 
rison anti-narcotic law. 

The executive committee held its meeting on Monday, 
at which time there was fixed up the program for the 
afternoon session of that day as well as for Tuesday. 
The Monday afternoon session was devoted to a discus- 


sion of the attitude of the Drug Trade Conference re- 
specting this law and there was adopted a resolution re- 
affirming the position taken at the session of the confer- 
ence held last January to the effect that it recommended 
an amendment to section 8 of the law which was declared 
unconstitutional in the Jin Fuey Moi case recently decided 
by the United States Supreme Court. In this case the 
Supreme Court held that possession of a narcotic drug 
by a person not registered, or tax-paid under the law, was 
not prima facie evidence of guilt or a violation of the law 
because the law applied only to the class of persons enum- 
erated in section 1 thereof, namely, those who import, 
manufacture, sell, dispense, deal in, or in other words, 
traffic in narcotics. A person not of that class does not, 
therefore, come within the purview of the law. 

The drug trade conference recommends amendments 
that will bring within the provisions of the Harrison law 
any and all persons whether or not in the medical pro- 
fession, drug trade, or associated industries, who may be 
found to have narcotic drugs in their possession. It seems 
that the Treasury Department has complained that it can- 
not control the illicit traffic in narcotic drugs because it 
cannot reach those people who do not come within the law 
and it is the desire of the drug trades generally to co- 
operate with the Government. The \present situation 
brings about a condition of discrimination in the enforce- 
ment of the law as between those not affected by it and 
those who are registered, and it also tends to bring the 
registered persons into disrepute in their respective com- 
munities because of the activities of those who do not 
rightfully prescribe or dispense narcotics. 

While the Drug Trade Conference recommends that the 
law be amended, they held that it is not absolutely neces- 
sary so to do if the State legislatures will take the ques- 
tion up. The States can readily enact laws such as would 
take up the loose ends left by the Harrison law. 

The conference adopted a resolution to the effect that 
it should be made more practical and effective and a com- 
mittee of three was appointed by President Wallace to 
bring about a greater unanimity of opinion and action on 
the part of constituent members. The thought was ex- 
pressed by several speakers that the conference could be 
made far more practical and effective in looking after 
matters of legislation having a bearing on the interests 
of the various branches of the drug trade. For instance, 
when a bill is pending in Congress, or the State legisla- 
tures, it is now the practice of each of the constituent or- 
ganizations to act independently of the others, resulting, it 
has been found, in several proposals being made, some of 
which may be at variance with others. It was felt that co- 
operative action would be far more satisfactory. 

Professor J. H. Beal, of Urbana, IIl., was selected as the 
delegate and national councillor in the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, of which the conference has 
just been elected a member. A paper was read by Pro- 
fessor Beal which laid the foundation for a discussion of 
the problem of bettering the narcotic laws of the various 
States. He produced statistics obtained from a canvass of 
the wholesale drug trade of the United States which 
showed beyond question that the sales of narcotics since 
the Harrison law was enacted have decreased fully 50 
per cent. 

R. C. Stofer, of the Norwich Pharmacal Company of 
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New York, read a paper giving the experience and views 
of the American Association of Pharmaceutical Chemists 
Samuel C. Henry, of Philadelphia, chairman of the legis- 
lative committee of the N. A. R. D., presented papers, 

E. C. Brokmeyer, general attorney for the N. A. R. D 
introduced the representatives of the Government to the 
members of the drug trade conference present. These 
included B. C. Keith, chief, and Dr. B. R. Rhees, assistant 
chief, of the miscellaneous division of the Internal Rey. 
enue Bureau, which division is in charge of the enforce- 
ment of the Harrison law; Dr. A. B. Adams, chief chemist 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau, and Dr. Ramsdell, who 
represented the surgeon general of the navy. Others not 
connected with the Drug Trade Conference who were 
present included Dr. Bishop, of the Health Department 
of New York City, and Dr. Weber, assistant United States 
District Attorney of Boston, Mass. 

President John C. Wallace was in the chair during the 
two days’ session, Charles M. Woodruff being the sec- 
retary. 


EXPECT BITTER FIGHT ON STAMP TAX, 
WHICH WILL FALL ON THE DRUG TRADE 


Ways and Means Committee Receives Report of Sub- 
Committee—Treasury Department Officials Fig. 
uring Out the Probable Income From Proposed Bill, 

(Special Correspondence.) 

WasuinctTon, D. C., May 1—Manufacturers of proprie- 
tary medicines, toilet articles, chewing gum, and a hundred 
and one other commodities may again have to undergo 
a stamp-licking campaign if the proposal of some of the 
members of the House Ways and Means Committee for 
the adoption of the same stamp taxes as were in vogue 
during the Spanish-American War is accepted. 

A sub-committee of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, consisting of Chairman Claude Kitchin, Henry T. 
Rainey and Lincoln Dixon (Democrats), Joseph Fordney 
and Nicholas Longworth (Republicans), have for a week 
been working on this bill. Today they turned over their un- 
completed draft to the full committee at a meeting held this 
morning. One of the causes for the delay in the comple- 
tion of this measure by the sub-committee, it has been 
learned, has been the objection to the Spanish-American 
War stamp taxes. 4 

In face of the rising price of sugar the five per cent 
tax on glucose has been abandoned as a means of securing 
revenue, and the proposal to place a tax on denatured al- 
cohol has also been set aside. The tax on manufactured 
tobacco, cigars and cigarettes will be heavy, while the 
tax on excess profits as now in force will probably be 
doubled. Automobiles are to be taxed at the rate of five 
per cent on the factory price. Amusements will have to 
pay ten per cent of their gross receipts, and the personal 
and corporation income taxes will be largely increased. 








WOULD AMEND HARRISON NARCOTIC LAW 
Wasuincton, D. C., May 1—Senator James D. Phelan 
of California has introduced a bill into Congress so that 
Section 2 of the Harrison anti-narcotic law will read as 
follows: : 
“That if any person shall fraudulently or knowingly 
import or bring into the United States, or assist in s0 
doing, any opium or any preparation or derivative thereof 
contrary to law, or shall receive, conceal, buy, sell, or in 
any manner facilitate the transportation, concealment, or 
sale of such opium or preparation or derivative thereof 
after importation, knowing the same to have been imported 
contrary to law, such opium or preparation or derivative 
thereof shall be forfeited to the United States and_shall 
be turned over to the Surgeon General of the Public 
Health Service for medicinal purposes and the offender 
shall be fined in any sum not less than $500 nor more 
than $15,000 and by imprisonment for any time not less 
than one year nor more than ten years. Whenever, on 
trial for a violation of this section, the defendant 1 
shown to have or to have had possession of such opium 
or preparation or derivative thereof such possession shall 
be deemed prima facie evidence of guilt.”

Bill Passed by New York State Legislature, April 27. 
Act Will Go Into Effect July 1, 1917. 


AN ACT 
To amend the public health law, in relation to the sale of habit- 
forming drugs. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Sections two hundred and forty-five, two hundred 
and forty-six, two hundred and forty-seven of chapter forty-nine 
of the laws of nineteen hundred and nine, entitled “An act in 
relation to the public health, constituting chapter forty-five of 
the consolidated laws,” as added by chapter three hundred and 
sixty-three of the laws of nineteen hundred and fourteen and 
amended by chapter three hundred and twenty-seven of the laws 
of nineteen hundred and fifteen, are hereby amended to read, 
respectively, as follows: 

245. Sale prohibited; exception. No pharmacist, druggist or 
other person shall sell, have or offer for sale or give away any 
opium or any of the salts, alkaloids or derivatives or any com- 
pound or prepares of any of them except upon the written 
prescription of a duly licensed Poe. ns or dentist, 
provided that the provisions of this article shall not apply to 
the sale of domestic and proprietary remedies, nor to physi- 
cians’ prescriptions, compounded solely for the person named in 
the original prescription, actually sold in good faith as medicines 
and not for the purpose of evading the provisions of this article 
and provided further that such remedies, prescriptions and prepa- 
rations do not contain more than two grains of opium, or one- 
fourth grain of morphine or one-eighth grain of heroin or one 
grain of codeine, or their salts in one fluid ounce or if a solid 
preparation, in one avoirdupois ounce, nor to pages. liniments 
and ointments for external use only, provided further that all 
such preparations shall contain other active drugs in sufficient 
proportions to confer upon them other and additional medicinal 
properties than those possessed by the unmixed drugs, salts, 
alkaloids or derivatives specified in this section. It shall not be 
necessary, however, to negative any of the exceptions or exemp- 
tions contained in this article, in any information or indictment 
and the burden of proof of any such exception and exemption shall 
be upon the defendant. 

246. Prescriptions; certificates. It shall be unlawful for an 
person to sell at retail, give away, furnish or traffic in or aid, 
assist or abet in the traffic in any of, the drugs, their salts, 
derivatives or pape mentioned in section two hundred 
and forty-five of this chapter except as herein provided without 
first receiving a written prescription signed by a duly licensed 
physician, veterinarian or dentist. The prescription must con- 
tain substantially the following: The name in full of the physi- 
cian, veterinarian or dentist issuing such prescription, his office 
address, and the name, age and address of the person to whom and 
date on which such prescription is issued. If such prescription 
is issued to a person addicted to the use of any of the drugs 
specified in section two hundred and forty-five of this chapter, 
such prescription shall contain a statement that the same has 
been issued in a case of addiction. It shall be unlawful for 
any duly licensed physician, veterinarian or dentist to issue 
any such prescription containing any of the drugs, their salts, 
derivatives or preparations mentioned in section two hundred and 
forty-five of this chapter, and for any duly licensed physician 
or dentist to dispense, give or deliver any of the said drugs, their 
salts, derivatives or preparations, except after a physical ex- 
amination of the person for whom said drugs are prescribed for 
the treatment of disease, injury or deformity. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to sell at retail or furnish any of the drugs or 
—- of any of those mentioned in section two hundred 
and forty-five of this chapter, without first verifying the authority 
of any prescription containing more than four grains of morphine, 
thirty grains of opium, two grains of heroin, or six grains of 
codeine. Such verification can be made by telephone or other- 
wise. Such prescriptions so received shall be filled out at the 
time of receiving the same for the full quantity prescribed and 
no prescription so received shall be filled out more than ten days 
after the date which said prescription be dated. Such prescription, 
from which no copy shall be taken, shall be retained by the 
person who dispenses the same and shall be filled but once. A 
separate file of all such prescriptions shall be kept by the pharm- 
acist, druggist or other person filling the same, showing: 

1, The file number given to each prescription filled. 

2. The name of the physician or surgeon signing the same, and 
3. The name and address of the person for whom such pre- 


scription is filled, and the name of the person to whom such pre- 
scription is delivered. 

Any person who sells at retail, furnishes, gives away, or dis- 
penses any of the drugs mentioned in section two hundred and 
forty-five of this chapter upon a writteu prescription by a duly 
Tegistered physician or veterinarian or dentist shall at the time 
of dispensing the same, place upon the package or container of 
such drugs, a label or deliver therewith a certificate stating the 
name and address of the person selling or furnishing the same, 
the name and address of the physician, veterinarian or dentist 
upon whose prescription such sale is made, the date of sale, and 
the name of the person to whom such sale is made. Any person, 
other than a manufacturer of any of the drugs mentioned in 
section two hundred and forty-five or a wholesale dealer in drugs 
or a licensed pharmacist, licensed druggist, duly registered prac- 
ticing physician, licensed veterinarian or a licensed dentist, who 
shall possess any of the drugs mentioned in section two hundred 
and forty-five, or their salts, derivatives or preparations, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, unless said possession is authorized by 
the label or certificate described in this section. The authorized 
Possession of a certificate or label issued on the filling of a pre- 


scription or the dispensing as provided in this article, shall be a 
defense to a charge of misdemeanor under this article, provided 
the person possessing such substance shall not have in his posses- 
sion an amount exceeding the amount specified in such certificate 
or label, and provided, however, that raud, deceit, or misrepre- 
sentation, or the use of a false name, in obtaining treatment under 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed a violation thereof 
and no wilful false or misleading statement made in violation of 
this section shall be deemed a privileged communication. Nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prohibit the sale of any 
of such drugs by any manufacturing pharmacists or chemists or 
wholesale or retail pharmacists or druggists, to other manufacturing 
pharmacists or chemists, or wholesale or retail pharmacists, or 
druggists, or to we colleges, scientific or public institu- 
tions, except that such sale shall be made in the manner provided 
in the next succeeding section. It shall be lawful, however, sub- 
ject to the requirements of this article, for any duly licensed physi- 
cian after a physical examination, personally conducted, to ad- 
minister to, or prescribe for any pemeee, whom such examination 
discloses is addicted to the use of any habit-forming drugs, any 
of the drugs herein referred to, in reasonable quantities dependent 
upon the condition of such person and his or toward recovery, 
provided such physician acts in good faith, solely for the purpose 
of relieving physical stress or of effecting a cure of such habituate. 
Such physician shall first satisfy himself that such applicant is 
thus seeking a means of relieving physical pain and not procuring 
or attempting to procure drugs for the purpose of illegal sale or 
distribution, 

247. Order blanks; filing. The state commissioner of health 
shall prepare offical order blanks, serially numbered in triplicate 
form, bound in books. Such official order shall be furnished by the 
state board of health to any duly licensed physician, dentist, 
pharmacist, ya or veterinarian, who shall have reported to 
the state board of health, as hereinafter provided, and to all whole- 
sale dealers and jobbers in drugs upon which official order must 
be written all orders for the purchase of any of the drugs enumer- 
ated in section two hundred and forty-five of this chapter for the 
use of such physician, dentist, pharmacist, druggist, veterinarian, 
hospital, college, scientific or public institution or for the pur- 
chase thereof by all wholesale dealers and jobbers in dr igs. It 
shall be unlawful for any person in this state to sell, furnish 
or dispose of, to any physician, pharmacist, druggist, veterinarian, 
dentist, hospital, college, scientific or public institution or whole- 
sale dealer or jobber in drugs conducting a lawful business within 
the state any of the drugs or derivatives, enumerated in section 
two hundred and forty-five of this chapter, without first receiving 
from such physician, pharmacist, druggist, veterinarian, dentist or 
wholesale dealer or jobber in drugs an official order blank as 
provided by this section, which official order shall be retained by 
the person or corporation who sells, furnishes or dispenses any of 
the drugs enumerated in section two hnudred and forty-five of 
this chapter. One of such official orders shall be forthwith de- 
livered by the person ns or purchasing any of such drugs 
to the state department of health at Albany, New York, except in 
cities of the first class where such official order shall be de- 
livered to the local board of health, where the same shall be 
open to inspection by any person charged with the duty of en- 
forcing the provisions of this article. One copy of such official 
order shall be kept by the physician, dentist, pharmacist, druggist 
or veterinarian, hospital or institution, or wholesale dealer or 
jobber in drugs, issuing the same for the period required by _sec- 
tion two Pact IF and forty-nine-e of this article. Such official 
order hereby required to be kept by the person or corporation 
selling, furnishing or dispensing such drugs, shall be kept in a 
separate file or book and an entry made or caused to be made on 
the order at the time of making such sale, stating the date of sale, 
the name and address of the purchaser. 

It shall be unlawful for any physician, dentist, pharmacist, 
druggist, veterinarian, hospital, institution, sanitarium, wholesale 
dealer or jobber in drugs to have any of the drugs enumerated in 
section two hundred om forty-five of this chapter in his possession 
after the first day of July, nineteen hundred and seventeen, ex- 
cept when the same shall have been received pursuant to a written 
order of the purchaser thereof upon the official order blank men- 
tioned in this section, and except when such person having in 
his possession such drugs, shall also have delivered a duplicate 
of such order blank to the state department of health, or local 
board of health as the case mal be, as in this section required; 
provided further that the provisions of this section shall not apply 
to the possession of any of said drugs by physicians, dentists, 
pharmacists, druggists, veterinarians, hospitals, institutions, sani- 
tariums or wholesale dealers or jobbers in drugs at the time this 
act shall take effect when the same_shall have been lawfully 
acquired pursnant to existing law. The provisions of this sec- 
tion shall not prohibit the sale of drugs enumerated in section 
two hundred and forty-five of this chapter to persons registered 
under the laws of the United States and residing outside the state 
of New York. B 

Every person, corporation or institution authorized under the 
provisions of this article to engage in the sale or distribution of 
the drugs or articles herein referred to shall on or before July 
tenth of each year file with the state department of health a veri- 
fied itemized statement of all of the drugs mentioned in section 
two hundred and forty-five of this chapter in his or its possession 
on July first of the year in which such statement is filed. Pro- 
vided, however, that after July tenth, nineteen hundred and 
seventeen, where such person, corporation or institution takes a 
stock inventory, either at the close of a business fiscal year or of 
the calendar year, such epg | showing the amount of the 
drugs mentioned in section two hundred and forty-five of this 
chapter may be filed with the state department of health at Albany 
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in lieu of the statement hereinbefore mentioned. Such inventory 
or statement shall be verified by oath or affirmation.

s, nor shal] any physician, veterinarian, druggist, pharmacist 
or dentist, or any wholesale dealer or jobber in drugs have, keep, 
sell, dispense or furnish any of the drugs in section two hundred 
and forty-five of this article mentioned, unless he shall, within 
ten days after the first day of July, nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen, and each year thereafter, file with the state board of health 
a report setting forth his name, residence, age and occupation, and 
the places where he has so practiced such profession or business 
within the two mom next preceding the filing of said report and 
if a hospital, college, scientific, or public institution, setting forth 
the name and place of business thereof. Provided, however, that 
such blanks be issued to persons legally conforming to the regu- 
lations and statutes of this state who shall newly establish or 
engage in the practice or business of prescribing or dispensing 
narcotics subsequent to July tenth, nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen, or any year thereafter. All official order blanks shall, when 
issued by the state department of health, bear thereon the name

tain by means of said order blanks any of the drugs mentioned 
in section two hundred and forty-five of this article for any 
purpose other than the use, sale or distribution by him in the 
conduct of a lawful business in said drugs or in the legitimate 
practice of his profession, he shall be guilty of a felony. 

Any person who, for the purpose of obtaining any of the drugs 
mentioned in this article, and for the purpose of evading any of 
the provisions thereof, shall falsely assume of use the title of 
“licensed pharmacist,” “licensed druggist,” “licensed physician,” 
“licensed veterinary surgeon,” or “licensed dentist,” or in any 
manner falsely represent himself to be a licensed pharmacist, 
licensed druggist, licensed physician, licensed dentist, or licensed 
veterinary surgeon, or who shall falsely represent himself to 
be an importer, manufacturer, or dealer engaged in the conduct 
of a lawful business in said drugs, or who shall utter any false or 
forged prescriptions, or shall alter an original written prescription 
or order for any of the drugs mentioned in this article shall be 
guilty of a felony. Any person who shall make any false report, 
return or certificate, required by the provisions of this article to be 
made, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

All persons authori- 
zed by law to sell, administer, prescribe, dispense or dispose of 
any of the drugs enumerated in section two hundred and forty- 
five of this chapter, shall forthwith keep on record the name and 
address of each person to whom such drug is dispensed, given 
or in any manner delivered and the quantity so dispensed, given 
or delivered, and all such persons shall likewise keep a record of 
the disposition made of any quantity of such drugs referred to, 
whether such dispesition be in the preparation of compounds or 
otherwise, and if used in the preparation of compounds the quantity 
so used in each compound and where placed. Such record shail 
be preserved for two years and shall always be open for in- 
spection by the authorities charged with the enforcement of the 
provisions of this article. Every physician, institution, hospital 
or sanitarium prescribing or furnishing any of the drugs, their 
salts, derivatives or ye one ane mentioned in section two hun- 
dred and forty-five of this chapter, to be taken or used by any

All papers, records, information, 
statements, and data filed with the state board of health pursuant

written order of a duly licensed physician, dentist, or veterinarian, 
Every person who disposes of or sells at retail, or furnishes or 
gives away to any person, either of the above instruments, upon 
the written order of a duly licensed physician, dentist, or veteri- 
narian, shall, before delivering the same, enter in the book kept 
for that purpose the date of the sale, the mame and address of 
the purchaser, and a description of the instrument sold, disposed 
of, furnished or given away. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons, except a licensed pharmacist, licensed druggist, licensed 
physician, licensed dentist, licensed veterinarian, hospital or regu. 
lar dealer in medical or surgical supplies, to possess such in- 
strument, without having in their possession a certificate from a 
physician certifying that the possession of such instrument is 
necessary for the treatment of injury, deformity or disease then 
suffered by the person possessing the same, or if possessed by a 
nurse, a certificate from a duly licensed physician that such 
possession is for professional purposes. Any person or persons 
who sell, dispose of or give away an instrument commonly known 
as a hypodermic syringe,.or an instrument commonly known as a 
hypodermic needle, except in the manner prescribed in this section, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, provided, however, than any 
person owning or having in his possession any such hypodermic

Whenever a complaint shall be made to any magis- 
trate that any person is addicted to the use of any habit-forming 
drug, without the consent or direction of a duly licensed phy- 
sician, such magistrate, after due notice and hearing, if satisfied 
that the complaint is founded and that the person is addicted to 
the use of a habit forming drug, shall commit such person to a 
state, county or city hospital, or institution licensed under the 
state lunacy commission, or any correctional or charitable institu- 
tion maintained by the state or any municipality thereof, for the 
treatment of disease or inebriety, euovided, however, that such 
magistrate may suspend sentence and parole such addict to the 
care of such addict’s physician, where such magistrate is satisfied 
that the interest of such addict so requires, and it satisfactorily 
appears to such magistrate that such addict is able to defray the 
expense of competent medical treatment. Any court having

KALBFLEISCH COMPANY WINS SUIT 


The Court of Appeals, New York State, has rendered a 
decision in favor of the Franklin H. Kalbfleisch Co., in the 
proceedings instituted by the Board of Health on the 
ground that acid fumes escaping from its factory at 
White, Boerum and McKibben streets, Brooklyn, are a 
cause of discomfort and annoyance to the residents of the 
neighborhood. 

The trial of the case in the Court of Special Sessions, 
which resulted in a verdict against the company, took 
place in the fall of 1915. The case has been closely fol- 
lowed by the manufacturing interests for the reason that 
the success of the city would have made it impossible to 
operate chemical or other similar factories in Brooklyn. 
The result of the appeal is regarded as establishing that 
the courts will not interfere with the operation of a fac- 
tory which is equipped with modern apparatus and de- 
vices and which is operated according to the most im- 
Proved standards.

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NEW NARCOTIC BILL FOR NEW YORK STATE 
DISCUSSED BY WHITNEY AND McCONNELL 


Triplicate Order Blank Explained by Chairman of 
Joint Legislative Committee—Secretary McConnell 
of Drug Trade Section Says It May Be Amended 
Later. 

Senator George H. Whitney, chairman of the joint 
Legislative Committee, discussing the new State narcotic 
bill, said: 

“The bill just passed by the State Legislature has met 
every test and objection put forth by those interested in 
amelioration of conditions arising from the use of nar- 
cotics. The triplicate order blank provision requiring pur- 
chasers of narcotics to file a copy of the official order 


‘blank with the State Board of Health, except in cities of 


the first class where the local board of health is desig- 
nated, was included in the measure at the urgent instance 
of prosecutors coming into intimate contact with criminal 
addiction cases. 

“Objections on the part of druggists that such an order 
blank system would preclude the sale and shipment of nar- 
cotics out of the State was met by an amendment exempt- 
ing interstate shipments from such criticism. It is dis- 
tinctly stated in the amended bill that the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to the sale or purchase of nar- 
cotics in interstate commerce, where the purchasers op- 
erate under the Federal anti-narcotic law. 

“All that is required of a person ordering narcotic drugs 
from firms outside the State of New York is that he shall 
file with the State or local board of health the one copy 
of the official State order blank. This procedure is the 
same where such drugs are ordered from firms con- 
ducting business within the State. In every instance the 
purchaser is required to file a copy of his order and not 
the firm ordered from. At the urgent request of the State 
Judges and Justices’ Association the original Joint Legis- 
lative Committee bill was amended to permit the local 
boards of health to receive and file the official order 
blank copies in cities of the first class so that adminis- 
trative officials will have a full check upon the sale of 
narcotics in their districts. 

“It is the belief of the committee that addicts who have 
been driven to fostering underworld distribution by pres- 
ent law will turn to the State for their supply and seek 
the advice of physicians, thus eliminating the illegal traf- 
ficker in drugs from the commonwealth. So far as pos- 
sible it was the aim of the committee to provide a further 
check upon the sale and distribution of narcotics which 
would relieve the trade from the stigma of suspicion in 
promoting illicit traffic in drugs and at the same time 
to strike at that illicit traffe by providing a legitimate 
supply of narcotics for the addict under State control and 
regulation. Physicians and druggists should be encouraged 
to supply addicts with legitimately needed narcotics. Nar- 
cotic drug addiction has been found to be a disease. The 
addict is as much in need for a reasonable quantity of 
drugs as the normal man is in need of food and water.” 

W. F. McConnell, secretary of the Drug Trade Section 
of the Board of Trade and Transportation, who was in 
Albany when the bill passed the Senate, said: 

“The Whitney bill was passed by the Senate on Wednes- 
day, April 25, and by the Assembly on Friday. In its final 
form it is satisfactory, except as to the triplicate order 
blank paragraph, which still remains in the bill. It is 
believed the bill can be amended if found faulty after a 
fair trial, and the triplicate order blank paragraph stricken 
out.” 

Mr. McConnell said that the bill forbidding advertise- 
ments of medicines for sexual weakness and similar ail- 
ments was also passed.

Felix Wilckes, 135 William street, has been appointed 
representative in this State of the Wilckes-Martin-Wilckes 
Co., a New Jersey corporation manufacturing chemicals, 
etc. 


About 200 plants are making sulphuric acid in the United 
States today, and of the vast output last year all but 30,000 
tons was consumed in this country. Imports were but 
600 tons. 


Imports of arsenic for eight months ended with Febru- 
ary amounted to 1,347,615 pounds, compared with 1,843,741 
pounds and 2,808,581 pounds for the same periods in 1916 
and 1915, respectively. 


Exports of sulphuric acid for eight months ended with 
February amounted to 40,577,591 pounds, compared with 
49,713,880 pounds and 24,485,450 pounds for the same 
periods in 1916 and 1915, respectively. 


J. J. Riley, formerly New England sales manager for 
Harrison Bros. & Co., Inc., with headquarters in Boston, 
has joined the forces of E. F. Houghton & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, as assistant general sales manager. 


The Australian Government has prohibited in the inter- 
est of public health and welfare importatioas into the 
Commonwealth of all preparations purporting to be reme- 
dies or cures for the alcohol, opium, cocaine, tobacco and 
other drug habits. 


The National Aniline & Chemical Co. will move some 
time during June from No. 100 William street, where it 
has been located for many years, to No. 244 Madison ave- 
nue. The company has taken a lease on three floors in a 
new building which is now nearing completion. 


Tunis advices of March 19 in regard to olive oil state 
that prices have advanced very considerably, the deficient 
crops and high prices in other countries having resulted 
in a keen export demand. As there is no maximum 
price for olive oil, holders are largely benefiting. First 
ae is quoted f.170 to £.175, second f.160 to f.165 per 
100 kilos. 


The National City Bank of New York says of the com- 
merce of the United States in 1916: “We sent to India 
for nearly $2,000,000 worth of indigo, for which we paid 
over $2 a pound, against 35 cents a pound in the year be- 
fore the war. West Africa sent us 12,000,000 gallons of 
palm oil; China, 5,000,000 gallons of nut oil, and Japan, 
12,000,000 gallons of soya bean oil.” 


As a result of experiments made in Japan in the manu- 
facture of soda ash in Nagoya, a joint stock company 
capitalized at 1,000,000 yen has been formed to manufac- 
ture the product and land has been acquired at Nagoya 
harbor on which to erect factories. An electro-chemical 
company, with a capital of 1,000,000 yen, will build fac- 
tories on the river Arakawa for the manufacture of bleach- 
ing powder, etc. 


Colombia has imposed an import duty of 25c on chew- 
ing gum and of one cent on sumac. Duties have been in- 
creased from 25c to 35c on white, yellow or laurel wax, 
unmanufactured, and from 25c to $2.50 on opium. Pow- 
dered talc has been taken from the free list and assessed 
at 1c, while the duty on hydrogen peroxide has been re- 
duced from 10c to 3c . The unit of weight on import taxes 
is based on a kilogram, or 21-5 pounds. 
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_ Bauxite in considerable quantities has been dj 1 
in British Guiana. Prospecting and devglopmen wine 
been carried on for the past two and one-half years with 
satisfactory results, and the first shipment of this product 
is being made, a full cargo of 980 tons being sent to con: 
signees in the United States. Development work has now 
reached a stage where a steady output is assured, and 
rene shipments are expected to follow at frequent in- 
ervals. 


Proposals for the supply of sulphur to the Navy D ‘ 
ment have been received by the Bureau of Suostia an 
Accounts of the Department as follows: 4,200 tons (2,240 
pounds to the ton) of sulphur for delivery at the navy 
yard, Washington, marked “For Indianhead,” in such 
quantities as may be ordered, within 3C days after re. 
ceipt of notice from the supply officer, naval proving 
ground, Indianhead, Md.; Parsons & Petit, New York, $26 
per ton, and The Union Sulphur Company, New York 
$24.11 per ton. 


Two awards for the supply of chemicals have been 
made by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts of the 
Navy Department to John Rothschild & Co., San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., one for 4,000 pounds of muriatic acid, techni- 
cal, in glass carboys of about 125 pounds each, for de- 
livery at the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash., within 45 
days after date of contract, which he is to furnish at 
$239.20; the second is for 5,000 pounds of sulphuric acid, 
in glass carboys of about 175 pounds each, for delivery 
as above, which is to be furnished at $309. 


Wattle bark, chrome, and quebracho are the chief tan- 
ning materials in use by New Zealand leather manufac- 
turers. There is every reason to believe that. these tan- 
ners would use the same materials, in almost as much 
variety, as are used by American tanners. The wattle bark 
is imported mostly from Australia, but the extracts are 
imported from England and Scotland. The only explana- 
tion offered as to the small amounts of American tanning 
materials used is that none are offered in this market, 
Manufacturers of materials suitable for tanning sole, har- 
ness, and sheep leathers, would. do well to offer their 
products to New Zealand tanners. 


In discussing the blue vitriol situation the London 
Chemist and Druggist says: “Considerable quantities of 
copper sulphate are used in potato-spraying (especially in 


- Ireland), it being estimated that from 12,000 to 13,000 


tons are required for this purpose, but we are afraid the 
quantity for disposal will be much less, although we un- 
derstand that arrangements are being made to increase the 
supply. Potato-spraying is not in full swing until May 
or June, but orders for copper sulphate should be placed 
at once, as a difficulty in regard to supplies may arise 
later. At the present price of electrolytic copper (about 
£150 per ton) and with sulphuric acid dear and difficult 
to get, the profit on copper sulphate to makers at £50 per 
ton can only be small.” 


Jackson Bros. of Valparaiso, Chili, under date of Febru- 
ary 15, say of nitrate of soda: “The market has been most 
erratic and transactions very scarce during the fortnight 
now under review. Buyers have held off and show very 
little disposition to entertain business; however, sellers are 
also withholding, and are only willing to entertain busi- 
ness at former prices, feeling confident that as soon as 
any demand comes forward prices will, at any rate, be 
maintained. The production during the month of January, 
1917, was 5,384,141 quintals (118 oficinas), as against 
5,641,671 quintals (116 oficinas) during January, 1916, thus 
showing a decrease this year of 257,530 quintals. The to- 
tal exports for last month are advised as 5,242,267 quin- 
tals, as against 6,247,402 quintals during the same period 
last year, or say a decrease this year of slightly over 4 
million quintals. Prompt 95 per cent has been most er- 
ratic and the price is entirely dependent on the port re- 
quired, and from 10s 6d to 10s 8d is quoted by sellers. 
April to June has been sold at 10s and July-December has 
reg 9s 444d. September alone has been placed at 
s 6d.

Citric and Tartaric Acid Higher—Glucose Scarce— 
Advances Made in Salicylic Acid and Sodium Sali- 
cylate—Shellac and Lemon Oil Lower 

(Special Cable to DRuG AND CHEMICAL MARKETS.) 


Lonpon, May 2—Business is still transacted in small vol- 
ume owing to the scarcity of many drugs. Prices are main- 
tained on the majority of items because of the small stocks. 

A few products are lower, including shellac, T. N. and 
orange grades selling at 200s per hundredweight. Lemon 
oil is easier, now being offered at 3s 9d to 4s per pound. 

Citric acid is higher and is held at 3s 5d to 3s 6d. Tar- 
taric acid is now selling at 3s 1d. Cream of tartar, 98 per 
cent, is held at 210s per hundredweight. Castor oil is sell- 
ing at 80s per cwt. for Hull first pressing. 

Glucose is very scarce and quotations have been ad- 
vanced to 65s. 

Salicylic acid is quoted at 3s 10d to 4s in bulk. Sodium 
salicylate is held at 5s 8d to 6s. ; 

Areca nuts are scarce at 75s per hundredweight.

A further advance in war risk rates resulted in cor- 
responding advances in prices on various drugs and chemi- 
cals. The booking of new orders continues to be con- 
fined to small lots in the main, but in a few products 
a orders for export and for war purposes were re- 
ported. : 

Fourteen steamships, comprising 130,000 tonnage, which 
arrived at New York in one day, passed through the war 
zone unchallenged, demonstrating the ineffectiveness of 
the submarine blockade. 

The stringency in spot supplies of numerous drugs, to- 
gether with rising primary markets, led to further im- 
portant price advances. Lack of raw materials also tends 
to drive prices upward Acetone, antipyrine, cocaine, hy- 
drochloride, acetphenetidin and saccharin led in the ad- 
vance. Next in order wére grain alcohol, denatured al- 
cohol, caffeine alkaloid, corn starch, corn syrup and corn 
dextrine, also potassium permanganate. teres 

Botanical drugs displayed decided strength with im- 
portant advances in ginseng and Japanese valerian roots, 
and bourbon and South American vanilla beans. | 

Oils of bergamot, caraway, coriander and juniper  ber- 
ries were advanced 45c to 75c per pound owing to higher 
Prices of seeds and scant spot stocks. 
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Lower quotations were made on henbane and rose leaves 
and buchu. Thymol crystals are lower. Oils of almond and 
citronella weakened under recent larger arrivals. Second 
hands lowered quotations on quinine, while domestic 
makers continued to adhere to former prices. Large 
manna flake was reduced materially under more liberal 
offerings, while other commodities suffered losses due 
to lack of demand. ; 

The French Government is granting permission for the 
importation of millet and canary seed, crude and refined 
camphor, doggrass, phosphates, petrolatum, borax, crude, 
native or artificial; magnesium carbonate and chlorides, 
wine lees and raw tartar. 


Acetone—A further enhancement of the cost of pro- 
duction and limited stocks caused an advance of 2c a 
pound. Makers are quoting acetone prices as nominal at 
29%c@30%c a pound, but owing to the exceedingly light 
offerings sales have been small. Buyers are unable to lo- 
cate quantities desired. 


Acetphenetidin—Owing to a steady decrease in stocks 
offerings of spot lots for immediate delivery have been 
scarce. With the increase of the cost of production and a 
better inclination by buyers to operate the trend of values 
closed decidedly stronger, showing a further net rise of 
$1 a pound. Offerings of parcels for prompt delivery are 
exceedingly light and from $25@$25.50 a pound is named 
by sellers, while supplies for forward shipment are of- 
fered at $24@$24.25 a pound. 


Alcohol—The demand continues active for denatured 
spot lots and under a further large diminution of stocks 
prices on denatured scored a rise of 2c a gallon. Makers 
are quoting from 7lc@72c for 180 proof and 72c@73c a 
gallon for 188 proof, at which figures offerings were fairly 
well cleaned up. Distillers toward the close of the mar- 
ket announced a rise of 3c to $3.03@$3.06, and $3.06@ 
$3.08 a gallon on grain alcohol 188 and 190 proofs, re- 
spectively. 


Antipyrine—Smaller offerings, due to light produc- 
tion, resulted in a further rise of $2 a pound. Producers 
are quoting values nominal on bulk spot supplies at $19@ 
$20 a pound. 

Balsam—A firmer and higher spot market for Para 
copaiba has been established, owing to a larger demand 
and more encouraging reports from primary sources. Im- 
porters as a rule advanced quotations 2c to 52c@53c a 
pound, resulting in fair sales within the range of asking 
values. 

Bay Rum—lIn the absence of important arrivals of 
supplies, particularly of Porto Rico rum and scant stocks, 
prices here were increased 5c a gallon. Limited offerings 
resulted in moderate sales at $1.95@$2 a gallon. 

Buchu Leaves—An easier tone pervaded the spot mar- 
ket for both long and short leaves, showing declines of 
10c a pound. The weakness was due to larger arrivals 
from primary markets and some selling pressure by lead- 
ing importers. Offerings ranged from $1.20@$1.30 for 
short and $1.30@$1.35 a pound for long leaves on the 
spot. 

Caffeine Alkaloid—A firmer sentiment among second 
hands resulted in an advance in spot quotations to $12.50@ 
$13 a pound. First hands continue to repeat former nomi- 
nal quotations of $12.40 a pound. The constant high cost 
of production and a further decline in the production is 
causing an upward trend in prices. 

Candelilla Wax—Prices closed stronger and a shade 
higher, owing to encouraging reports from the primary 
markets and smaller stocks, due to light arrivals here. In 
most quarters holders are quoting lc advance to 22c@ 
23c, while some sellers are refusing bids below 23c a pound. 

Cardamom Seed—The stronger statistical position of 
the spot market and more favorable reports from pri- 
mary sources on bleached supplies caused a firmer senti- 
ment among importers, who advanced values 5c a pound. 
Offerings included several 500-pound lots of bleached fair 
quality on the spot at 80c a pound, while fancy qualities 
are held from 95c@$1 a pound. 

Carnauba Wax—Importers lowered values 1c to 49c@ 
50c and 2c to 41c@43c a pound. Recent larger arrivals 
from Brazil had a tendency to depress trading, and buyers 
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as a rule are confining operations on a hand-to-mouth 
basis. 

Cassias—Higher cables from primary markets and re- 
ports of further advances in freight rates stimulated buy- 
ing locally, principally of selected broken, while spot and 
shipment values have advanced. Parcels of Batavia, extra 
No. 1, are offered at 19%c@20%c, covering some 100 bales 
on the spot, showing a decline of %4c a pound below recent 
sales, while i)0 bales of Saigon rolls on the spot were of- 
fered at lc lower to 40c@4lc a pound on the spot, and par- 
cels due here in May-June at 39c@40c a pound. 


Castor Oil—Prices ruled nominal owing to light of- 
ferings, due to crushers being well sold up on contract of- 
ders. Spot lots \.ere offered at 2334c a pound for supplies 
of No. 1 in barrels, while No. 3 oil is held at 2134c@22%c 
a pound for technical grade. Supplies in cases are held at 
24c@24%4c a pound. Above figures show a net gain of lc 
to 3c a pound. 

Ciover Top Flowers—A quiet week culminated in a 
decline in prices of 2c a pound. Sellers are now offering 
spot lots at 28c@30c a pound. 

Coca Leaves—Owing to spot stocks being practically de- 
pleted, values closed wholly nominal and higher, showing 
gains of about 8c a pound. Offerings were very light at 
about 49c@50c, and in some quarters sales were reported 
at these figures. 

Cocaine—The strong statistical position of the market 
for crude supplies and the unabated stringency of stocks 
forced up values $1 an ounce for spot lots of hydrochloride. 
A scarcity of offerings by first hands resulted in nominal 
quotations, ranging from $7.25@$7.30 an ounce. The bulk 
of small sales were made by outside interests at $8@$8.25 
an ounce for supplies of crystals in bulk. Makers are also 
quoting supplies in vials on the basis of $7.30 an ounce in 
one-ounce vials. For flaky crystals, powder and granular 
25c an ounce less is named than is quoted for large 
crystals. 

Codeine—Manufacturers show no inclination to book 
larger orders, but continue to supply their regular cus- 
tomers with small quantities on the basis of $11 an ounce 
for the sulphate, covering lots of 10 ounces of sulphate in 
one delivery. 

Cod Liver Oil—The trend of the spot market has 
strengthened in sympathy with rising values of the pri- 
mary market, which culminated in an advance of 4@ 
$5 a barrel on some leading brands of Newfoundland oil. 
Importers are quoting from $75@$80 a barrel for New- 
foundland spot lots, while Norwegian oil is held at $120 
@$125 a barrel as to brand. Cable advices from Bergen, 
Norway, reported the total yield of cod liver oil thus far 
this season at 27,083 bbls., as against 42,860 bbls. for the 
same period last season. Advices from St. John’s, N. F., 
state that all offerings there were absorbed by England. 

Corn Syrup—The higher price of corn resulted in a 
further rise in corn syrup of 10c per hundred pounds. 
Manufacturers are naming- $4.84 per hundred pounds for 
spot supplies of 42 degrees. 

Cuttlefish Bone—Smaller imports and a fair decrease 
in the supply available resulted in price advances on Trieste 
and Jeweler’s large, also small bones, involving 11¢c@20c 
a pound. Importers are naming 85c@95c for Jeweler’s 
large and 75c@80c a pound for small bones, while sup- 
plies of Trieste are quoted at 25c@29c a pound. 

Dextrine—Prices on spot lots of corn dextrine scored 
a further marked rise of about 80c a pound, in sympathy 
with the higher priced corn. Manufacturers advanced spot 
quotations to $5.90 per 100 pounds. 

Glycerin—A scarcitv of spot supplies restricted trad- 
ing in larger invoices to the home trade, while for export 
fair sales have been effected. The upward movement of 
fats and oils added considerable strength to spot values, 
which advanced ™%c a pound on chemically pure goods in 
cans and %c on soap-lye supplies. Manufacturers are 
quoting 56c for supplies of C. P. in drums and 57%c a 
pound in tins, while soap-lye is held at 40%c@4lc a 
pound. In some quarters sellers refused to entertain bids 
at %4c a pound above quoted figures. 

Golden Seal Root—Prices have advanced rapidly on 
both whole and powdered spot lots, amounting to 25c and 
35c a pound, respectively. The rise is attributed to stronger 
primary reports and smaller stocks. Sellers are quoting 
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spot lots of whole root at $5.70@$5.90 and powdered at 
dv. ye @ $v a pound. 

--Cuvane Leav.S—Spot quotations were lowered 15¢ 
on German and 29c a pound on Russian. Only small lots 
were traded in owing to limited offerings and quotations 
closed entirely nominal at $4.30@$4.45 for German and 
$4.49(¢ $4.79 a pound for Russian leaves on the spot. 

worphine—Limited offerings by manufacturers resulted 
in a quiet but strong market with prices entirely nominal. 
Quotauons closed unchanged on the bulk basis of $9.80 
an ounce in 5-ounce cans, covering lots of not under 25 
ounces in one delivery. Notwithstanding a premium of- 
fered over quoted spot values by exporters few sales were 
reported. 

Oil of Bergamot—Various brands of oils scored gains 
on a further increase in the cost of production and scant 
stocks. Holders are quoting an advance of 45c to $5.9@ 
$6.25 a pound, but no round lots have been traded in by 
reason of limited offerings. 

Oil of Caraway—Prices scored an additional rise of 
50c a pound, based on shortage of seed supply and 
stronger primary markets. Limited spot stocks resulted in 
light a and small sales at $6@$6.50 a pound as to 
brand. 

vii of Coriandcr—A further rise in spot quotations of 
5Uc a pound featured the market. The decided small stock 
of seed and stronger primary markets, coupled with meager 
supplies of the oil, led to scattered offerings at $12@ 
$13 a pound, according to brand. 

Opium—tThe absence of larger offerings and small ar- 
rivals from abroad quotations ruled nominal throughout 
the week. Offerings were scattered, involving small lots 
in cases at about $30 and $33 a pound for supplies of 
granular and powdered. 

Petrolatum—Owing to refiners having sold their out- 
put ahead a firmer and higher market was established, 
showing a gain on some grades of %c a pound. The 
scarcity and enhanced cost of the higher grades of crude 
oil at the wells, together with an active demand from do- 
mestic and export buyers, were the principal factors in 
forcing up prices on petrolatum. Makers are quoting lily 
white spot lots at 9c@9%c, and cream white at 634c@/7c 
a pound. 

Phenolphthalein—An extreme scarcity of stocks, 
coupled with a steady inquiry for spot lots, caused a 
marked rise in quotations of 30c a pound. Sellers offered 
supplies sparingly at $16@$17 a pound, which resulted in 
some sales at the outside prices. 

Potassium Permanganate—The stringency of supplies 
and high cost of production were the causes of a further 
rise in prices of 45c a pound. Inquiries continue brisk. 
Holders are asking from $4@$4.25 a pound. 

Quinine—The situation remains unchanged and no 
further developments of interest have been noted. Do- 
mestic makers repeated former quotations of 75c an ounce 
for sulphate supplies covering 100-ounce tins, and orders 
booked involved small lots to meet urgent requirements of 
regular customers. Supplies in the hands of outside specu- 
lators are offered more freely at about 74c an ounce, or lc 
below recent sales. Should the British Government raise 
the embargo on cinchona bark, as is generally anticipated, 
the stringency of supplies would soon be relieved. 

Saccharin—The stronger position of the spot market 
is solely due to limited supplies and urgent inquiries from 
buyers. In view of a further decrease in spot stocks an 
advance occurred of about $3.50 a pound. Offerings were 
“agit light at $23@$24 a pound for U. S. P. spot 
ots. 

Turmeric Seed—Increased offerings and a lack of buy- 
ing interest created a slightly easier market and a decline 
in spot values of 4c a pound. Importers offered 100-bag 
lots of Madras seed on the spot at 8c a pound. 

Valerian Root—Prices of Japanese root have strength- 
ened under a rising market abroad and a larger demand 
here. Importers are quoting 10c higher to 50c@54c a pound 
for spot lots. 

Vanilla Beans—The only development of interest was 
a rise in prices on bourbon Mexican and South American 
beans, involving 5c and 10c a pound, respectively. The 
firmer trend of values was due to a rise in markets abroad, 
based on unfavorable crop conditions and predictions of a 
considerable shortage in production. Importers are naming 
$2.20@$2.25 for bourbon and $3.15@$4.10 a pound for 
South American beans on the spot.

COMPETITION IN CHEMICALS KEENER 


Manufacturers Awaiting Government Orders—Specu- 
lators Enter the Market to Take Advantage of 
Expected Rise in Prices—Changes Frequent and 


in Some Cases Violent. 

The local market on heavy chemicals is firmer with 
prices a shade higher than quotations of last week. Sev- 
eral good reasons have been advanced to show why such 
a condition prevails. Naturally, at this time, everyone is 
inclined to blame the “war” for the good, bad or indif- 
ferent happenings, as the case may be. But the fact re- 
mains that the New York market is firmer, and prices 
have advanced. 

Holders of spot stocks have not overlooked the fact 
that an increased demand is inevitable, and all those who 
are not already tied up on contract and who have spot 
stocks have withdrawn from the market expecting daily 
heavy orders from the United States Government. At 
the same time, it is pointed out, that other elements have 
entered the heavy chemical field recently, which would 
give rise to much optimism. Day by day it is noticed that 
competition is keener and much price-cutting and specula- 
tion has characterized the trend of the New York market 
during the week. Perhaps never before has the heavy 
chemical industry of America experienced so many jolts 
and sudden fluctuations as it has during the past month or 
so. And perhaps never before have producers of the 
finished product realized that it is possible to rely solely 
upon America for the bulk of all raw materials needed in 
the production of the finished product. For these reasons 
the industry is now unsettled and prices on spot as well 
as forward positions are heard in wide range. The key- 
note has been sounded and the heavy chemical industry 
is beyond a shadow of a doubt in a position to meet the 
emergency, and prices will continue to fluctuate until all 
concerned realize that the United States is now capable 
of furnishing not only its own consumers with materials 
that have heretofore been prohibitive unless imported, but 
of supplying foreign countries with these raw materials 
now, and for some time to come. The export inquiry is 
unusually strong. 

Several of the largest factors in New York state that 

they are not offering on the spot, nor for forward de- 
livery nearer than three months hence. Others, however, 
state that spot supplies are quite ample to meet a better 
demand, and quotations are freely given on such im- 
portant articles as caustic soda, soda ash, bleaching pow- 
ne sodium cyanide, sodium prussiate, and a number of 
acids. , 
In summing up the existing condition of all heavy chemi- 
cals it is safe to state that while the general tone of the 
market is firm, stocks may be obtained, irrespective of the 
fact that some of the largest dealers are not quoting. In 
this connection, for instance, some manufacturers refuse 
to quote on bleaching powder. This does not by any 
means indicate that this article is not to be had on the 
spot. If suitable drums could be obtained there would 
be an entirely different aspect in the market on bleach- 
ing powder. 

A feature during the week has been the peculiar con- 
dition of the market on sodium bichromate. Up to sev- 
eral weeks ago this article was practically controlled by 
several large manufacturers, but since that time new manu- 
facturers have entered the field and competition has become 
unusually keen. While the tone of the market is easier 
at this writing, the wobbly condition has doubtless been 
brought about because of the unsettled feeling and a gen- 
eral slashing of prices due to new factors competing. 

While the range of prices on saltpeter, calcium acetate, 
acetone and lead. acetate are in the main unchanged, in- 
quiries received daily perhaps justify the opinions among 
holders that an advance on the above heavy chemicals 
may be expected at any time. 

Acid, Acetic—Nothing has disturbed the upward trend 
of the New York market on acetic acid. The demand grows 
heavier from day to day, and quotations on some grades 
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continue to advance. The glacial and the 80 per cent are 
receiving much attention from both domestic and foreign 
consumers, and because spot supplies are light, interest 
is centered on futures. Manufacturers advise that they 
are tied up for several months ahead. The 28 per cent is 
quoted at 5c a pound as the inside price; the 56 per cent 
at around 914c to 10c a pound, and the 70 per cent at 12c 
@13c a pound, which is an advance over last week. 

Acid, Muriatic—The general tone of the New York 
market is slightly weaker, and while the demand continues 
more or less sporadic, holders of spot stocks are not of- 
fering freely. Prices range as follows: The 18 degree is 
quoted at 13gc a pound; the 20 degree at 1%c@li%4c a 
pound, with the 22 degree decidedly lower at 14%4c@lZca 
pound. Sellers and quality of stocks, naturally, have con- 
siderable to do with price ranges on this product. 

Acid, Nitric—Nitric acid is in strong inquiry and trad- 
ing is in fairly good volume. The advance noted in quo- 
tations last week is holding practically unchanged at this 
writing. It would appear that a number of consumers 
must become accustomed to higher prices now prevailing, 
and for this reason the market is unsettled. The 42 de- 
gree is quoted at 7-@7%4c a pound; the 40 degree at 6%4c 
@7c a pound, and the 38 degree at 6c@6%c a pound. 

Acid, Sulphuric—After considerable fluctuation in the 
price of sulphuric acid during the past several weeks the 
market has settled down with a firmer tone prevailing. 
Inquiries are heavy and trading is more brisk. The 66 de- 
gree is quoted at $29@$31 a ton, with some holding at $32; 
the 60 degree at $20@$25 a ton. Pyrite acid, 66 degree, has 
advanced with quotations ranging from $27@$29 a ton, 
with the 60 degree holding at about $18 a ton delivered in 
New York. 

Alums—No material change is noted this week in the 
New York market. Trading continues fairly brisk, and 
spot supplies seem to be ample to meet a better demand. 
Ammonium alum is quoted at 44%4c a pound in large quan- 
tities. The ground is holding steady at 4%c a pound, while 
the chrome is stronger with 18%c a pound prevailing. 
Potassium remains in good inquiry, and trading has picked 
up somewhat. Second hands, however, continue to shade 
prices and 5%4c@6c are quotations heard. 

Aluminum Sulphate—Trading continues in good vol- 
ume, and this fact coupled with heavy inquiries being re- 
ceived on every mail has caused the market to tighten. 
Small lots of low grades are quoted at 134c@2c a pound, 
with the iron (less than % per cent) holding steady at 
SAc@s¥Ac a pound, 

Bleaching Powder—Although the undertone of the 
market is strong on bleaching powder trading has fallen 
off during the week, with a slight decline in prices. Quo- 
tations are dependent largely upon the quantity and size 
of packages. It is understood that there is a heavy call in 
foreign countries, especially South America, for bleaching 
powder, and while in many quarters it is stated that sup- 
plies are ample to meet the demand, there is considerable 
difficulty experienced in securing suitable drums. Quota- 
tions are 334c@4c a pound for stocks in domestic con- 
tainers, and 5%4c@7c a pound for stocks in export drums. 

Calcium Acetate—Prices are holding steady and un- 
changed on calcium acetate. Because inquiries are heavy 
some holders are expecting an advance at most any time. 
While spot supplies are said to be light, the largest dealers 
here are quoting $4.50@$4.55 per cwt. for spot and over 
the month of May. 

Copper Sulphate—The advance noted several weeks 
ago on copper sulphate continues to hold and export busi- 
ness would be heavy if shippers did not have to bother 
with embargos and steamer space. Shipping, therefore, to 
foreign countries is limited, and more attention is being 
directed to the domestic demand. The quotation for spot 
large 98-99 per cent blue vitriol is 914c@934c. 

Lead Acetate—No material change is noticed in the 
New York market on lead acetate this week. Sugar of 
lead of ‘the different grades remains steady. The quota- 
tion of 12%c a pound continues the prevailing price for the 
brown sugar, while the white crystals are holding firm at 
14c@14%4c a pound. From all directions 13%4c a pound is 
heard for the granulated. 

Magnesite—Additional activity is apparent this week 
on magnesite. The California grade continues of special 
interest. Freight rates have not declined, and New York 
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prices are holding steady at $45@$50 a ton in the lump, 
t. o. b. mines. The calcined remains at around $51 a ton. 

Potash, Caustic—The market continues firm on caustic 
potash. Spot stocks are in good inquiry, and while spot 
supplies are said to be light some business is being done 
at 66c@70c a pound for the 70-75 per cent, f. o. b. works. 
The 88-92 per cent is not being offered freely on the spot. 
Consumers are directing their interest chiefly to futures. 

Potassium Bicnromate—The market is dull and prices 
continue on the downward trend. The market is unset- 
tled and there is much speculation going on due to the 
fact that new manufacturers have entered the field. Spot 
quotations are 3444c@36c a pound; a decline of a cent or 
more over last week. 

Potassium Chlorate—No improvement is noticed in the 
New York market on potassium chlorate this week. Now 
and then a fairly good sale is made, but trading is by no 
means brisk. Futures seem to be of more interest than 
spot stocks, and quotations of 70c@75c a pound are heard 
for shipment. 

Potassium Prussiate—The market continues strong, 
with the yellow in heavy demand, with the advance hold- 
ing at 93c@95c a pound. While the red in most directions 
is quoted at $2.60@$2.80 for spot stocks, some are asking 
slightly higher prices. 

Saltpeter—While the general range of prices on salt- 
peter are holding steady, and in the main unchanged, 
trading has been in better volume during the week, and 
some predict an advance because of heavy export demand. 
At this writing the granulated is quoted on the spot at 
3le a pound, and the crystals at 37-@38c a pound. 

Soda Ash—There is a daily steady demand and a firmer 
tendency noted in the New York market on soda ash. 
While some are quoting as low as 3c the general range 
of prices seems to be 3%c@3%c, f. o. b. works, for the 
58 per cent light. Interest is keener and some factors 
, are inclined to predict that prices will shortly advance 
again. 

Soda, Caustic—There are orders in the market for 
caustic soda at higher prices for spot stocks, and the opin- 
ion is held in many directions that there is very little to 
be had at any price for immediate delivery. As high as 53¢c 
has been bid for spot stocks. One factor stated, how- 
ever, that a limited quantity was available at 5¥%c, f. o. b. 
works. Forward positions, August-September, are offered 
at round 5c. Despite wide ranges heard in prices on this 
product, it would appear that some manufacturers with 
deliveries available within thirty and sixty days are still 
quoting from $4.80 to $4.90 per hundred for the 76 per 
cent fused, and practically the same price for spot stocks. 

Sodium Bichromate—The market is easier, as the de- 
mand continues light for bichromate of soda. Although 
spot stocks are in good supply, consumers are showing 
little or no intercst. Export interest, while keen, is not 
resulting in orders. Quotations in second hands are 13%4c 
@14c a pound. 

Sodium Chlorate—While inquiries are heavy for this 
article trading has fallen off somewhat during the week, 
with a corresponding decline in quotations. Spot stocks 
are quoted at 24%4c@25c a pound, and at the present time 
there is nothing to indicate an immediate advance in quo- 
tations. 





THOMAS F. MAIN DEAD

SMUGGLED NARCOTICS SEIZED 

About 3,000 ounces of cocaine, heroin, opium and mor- 
phine were seized by Internal Revenue Officer L. G. Nutt 
and assistants on Wednesday in flats on East Eighty- 
third street and in Avenue A, following the arrest of Max 
Kirshon and Jack Malaga. The drugs are supposed to 
have been smuggled from Canada. The men have been 
under surveillance for several months and were caught 
with a satchel containing about $3,000 worth of narcotics, 
It is said the men have been doing a large business 
on the East Side. The drugs found in the flats occupied 
by the men had been adulterated to about one-tenth of the 
normal strength. 





JEWELERS TO CONSERVE PLATINUM SUPPLIES 

WasuinctTon, D. C., May 1—The jewelry trades of the 
country are to co-operate with the chemical industry in 
furnishing 1o it the supplies of platinum, should the need 
arise, to be used for making sulphuric acid by the contact 
process. This assurance has just been given to Secretary 
of Commerce Redfield by a committee of the Jewelers’ 
Vigilance Committee, having under consideration the ques- 
tion of the supply and the conservation of platinum. 
Meyer D. Rothschild, of New York, was chairman, and 
Dr. George Kunz, of Tiffany’s, was a prominent member 
of the party. 





MAY CUT OFF ESSENTIAL OIL IMPORTS 

The French Government has taken an inventory of the 
large essential oil distilleries in Grasse, where most of the 
oil distilleries are located, and it is feared that the Gov- 
ernment wll confiscate the metals in the stills, vats, and 
other apparatus for ammunition. If this takes place it 
will stop all French essential oil distillation and exporta- 
tion. 





The essential oil trade in New York has offered its 
services to the Government in cooperation with the Coun- 
cil of National Defense. B. T. Bush, of the Antoine 
Chiris Co., is chairman, and Carl Vietor, secretary of the 
committee formed to assist in furnishing supplies.

GOVERNMENT ORDERS LEAD TO SPECULATION 





Dealers Anticipate Advances Will Follow Buying of 
Raw Materials Used in Dyestuffs Industry—Im- 
porters of Logwood Expect Higher Prices, 

There has been considerable speculation in colors and 
dyestuffs this week because of anticipation that the United 
States Government will increase its orders for raw ma- 
terials. The undertone of the market is decidedly firmer, 
with prices on a number of products a shade higher than 
they were last week. ma . 

Importers of logwood are of the opinion that this prod- 
uct will follow the general trend of advances in the price 
of colors, dyestuffs and heavy chemicals. It is stated 
that while the Campeache variety is in light demand in- 
quiries are being received in sufficient volume to justify 
more optimism on the part of importers, and for this 
reason trading is restricted because buyers’ quotations are 
quite below the price holders are asking. Aside from the 
sale of a fair quantity of Campeache logwood recorded 
during the past few days at $38.50, the movement of stocks 
is in light volume, as a number of importers of this high 
grade wood continue to ask around $40 a ton. : 

It is understood that indications point to an advance in 
the price of archil, quercitron and hematine. This idea 
is held among factors because spot stocks are said to be in 
comparatively light supply, which, coupled with a strong 
demand, has resulted in a firmer tone. Cutch, divi divi, 
gambier, indigo and sumac are in better inquiry this week, 
and while trading is not very heavy, dealers are predict- 
ing a better movement of these stocks daily. Despite the 
fact that English cudbear, on the spot, is being held in 
many quarters at 27c@32c, a fair quantity is available on 
the spot at this writing at 2lc, for immediate delivery, 
ex store. Concentrated cudbear shows little or no change 
this week with prices holding at 38c. Double, triple and 
concentrated archil are in much better demand at this 
writing, and prices show an upward trend. 

Intermediates have experienced a wide range of fluc- 
tuation during the week. Prices on available spot stocks 
show an advance. A number of holders have withdrawn 
from the market because of the fact that the Government 
has placed large orders. It is believed that higher prices 
will follow. 

Aniline oil for red, aniline oil and salts, benzidine sul- 
phate, benzol, dimethylaniline, naphthalene, toluines, and 
toluol have been among the coal tar derivatives to jump 
in price during the week. Export business, especially to 
South America, has been unusually heavy on these prod- 
ucts, and besides a number of producers claim that 
they have no additional spot stocks to offer because or- 
ders still remain unfilled on contracts extending over the 
year, 

It is pointed out that there are several intermediates 
that are practically entirely out of the local market, and 
while in the main diethylaniline and monoethylaniline are 
quoted in most quarters nominally, now and then a price 
is heard on a very small quantity of these two articles. 
Although phthalic anhydride is quoted from one or two 
directions at $6.50 a pound, the consensus of opinion 
among a majority of factors is that there is practically 
none to be had in the New York market. Toluol, while in 
good supply up to a week or so ago, is quoted at this 
writing as being unusually scarce for spot stocks, and for 
this reason it is a matter of conjecture just what would 
be the prevailing price. The United States has been buy- 
ing this product in large quantities. 

Albumen—Spot stocks of albumen continue quite suf- 
ficient to meet a much heavier demand, and while in- 
quiries continue to be received on every mail, there is lit- 
tle improvement in the actual movement of stocks. Offerings 
continue to be made freely at 46c@50c a pound. Holders 
of spot stocks, however, are optimistic. 

Archil—There is practically no spot archil available in 
the New York market and consumers are directing their 
attention to forward positions. The tone of the market 
is decidedly firmer this week even on futures. Prices 
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heard in some quarters are for the double 144%4c@16%4c a 
pound; the triple 161%4c@1834c a pound, and the concen- 
trated 281%4c@30%c a pound. 

Cochineal—A better feeling is prevailing here in co- 
chineal. Trading is in fairly good volume, and prices are 
holding firm. Dealers advise that there is no shortage of 
spot supplies and that a better demand could be taken care 
of. Inquiries continue in good volume from all quarters 
and the tone of the market is firmer. Prices range from 
51c@55c a pound. 

Cutch—Cutch is in better demand this week, and al- 
though prices show no material change at this writing some 
factors predict higher quotations in the near future. Prime 
stocks are quoted at 12%c from most quarters. Slightly 
below 12%c is heard from some dealers, but the prevail- 
ing price depends upon quantity and prompt movement of 
stocks. 

Divi Divi—Prices on spot divi divi continue to hold 
steady, with supplies light. Stocks to arrive in thirty 
or sixty days are quoted practically the same as spot, and 
around $60 a ton seems to be the prevailing quotation in 
the New York market. No large sale was made this week 
at less than $60 a ton. 

Gambier—No material change is noted on gambier. 
There is a firm and steady condition prevailing, with a 
good demand for spot stocks, which continue light. Fu- 
tures are receiving much attention at the present time. The 
25 per cent tan jis quoted at 10c@10%c; the common at 
15c@15'%4c, and the cubes, No. 1, at 23c@24c. Cubes No. 2 
continue in strong demand at 21c@22c. 

Indigo—Holders of spot stocks continue to ask 52c a 
pound as the outside price for the cotton on the spot, and 
30c a pound as the outside price for the wool on the spot. 
Interest in indigo continues keen, but because dealers re- 
port spot stocks in such light supply, offerings are ac- 
cordingly restricted. 

Logwood—Although prices have shown little or no fluc- 
tuation during the past week in logwood, inquiries are in 
heavier volume, and the tone of the market is firmer on 
this account. Spot stocks, of all grades, continue ample 
to meet the expected better demand. Campeache, the high 
grade Mexican stock, continues to move in light volume, 
and while importers are asking $40@$41 a ton, bids con- 
tinue plentiful at $38.50@$39. Holders, therefore, in view 
of the increased cost of getting stocks stored in America 
are reluctant to do much trading at prices offered. There 
is a better feeling prevailing in Mexican logwood. Chips 
continue firm, with 3c holding as the inside price for spot 
stocks. All extracts are in better inquiry. 

Sumac—The market remains more or less quiet on sumac. 
While much interest is being manifested by manufac- 
turers, comparatively few orders are being placed, al- 
though spot stocks are said to be in good supply. Al- 
though dealers are predicting higher prices from day to 
day, there is considerable spot sumac available in the New 
York market at 6c@10c. 


Coal Tar Derivatives 


Acid, Naphthionic—The market remains quiet insofar 
as trading is concerned, despite much interest on the part 
of manufacturers. Offerings are being made freely at 
around $2 for spot stocks as the maximum price and $1.80 
as the minimum quotation. 

Acid, Sulphanilic—Prices are holding steady and prac- 
tically unchanged on sulphanilic acid. While there is much 
inquiry for this article the demand continues light. Quo- 
tations for spot stocks range from 35c to 38c, which shows 
a decline from quotations of last week. 

Aminoazobenzene—Spot stocks continue in unusually 
light supply, and although inquiries are fairly heavy, there 
is no improvement in the movement of stocks. It is un- 
derstood that a limited quantity is available on the spot 
at $1.75@$1.85, with contract goods holding at $1.75 a 
pound. 

Aniline Oil for Red—It is understood that the United 
States Government has placed large orders for this prod- 
uct, and because of this fact the market has tightened up 
considerably. Spot offerings are being made less fre- 
quently this week, and no business is being transacted at 
less than $1.10. 
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Aniline Oil and Salts—The market is strong and active 
with an advance in price on both the oil and the salts. 
Government buying has been heavy during the past week, 
and several holders have withdrawn from the local market. 
Prices heard at this writing for aniline oil are 32c@33c a 
pound, with the salts in strong demand at bids from buy- 
ers ranging from 34c@35c a pound. 


Benzidine—There is a brisk movement of spot benzi- 
dine. The heavy demand which has been noticed for the 
past week or more continues. Available supplies are said 
to be extremely light at this writing, and indications point 
to another advance. Quotations for the dry basis are $2@ 
$2.20 a pound. 


Benzidine Suiphate—Offerings are light on this ar- 
ticle, and a decidedly strong tone prevails in the New 
York market on benzidine sulphate, with a brisk move- 
ment of spot stocks. Much interest centers on forward 
positions. Prices range at this writing from $1.75 to $1.85. 


Benzol—Benzol has advanced this week. The demand is 
heavy from all directions, with spot supplies diminishing. 
A further increase in price is predicted. Prevailing quo- 
tations for spot stocks at this writing are 58c@65c, which 
is a material advance over last week’s quotations. 


Betanaphthol—The demand continues brisk for a good 
grade of betanaphthol, and large consumers are showing 
no interest in the inferior grade recently thrown upon the 
market. The technical is quoted in most directions at 65c 
@70c a pound, and the sublimed at 75c@80c a pound. 


Diethylaniline—While it is understood that there is 
practically no spot diethylaniline available in the New York 
market prices are heard occasionally at $3.50 on small lots. 
There is a heavy call for this product and additional in- 
terest is being shown on account of the report that a fair 
quantity was available. At this writing efforts on the part 
of a representative of Drug AND CHEMICAL MARKETS to 
locate the holder were unavailing. 

Dimethylaniline—There has been heavy buying of this 
product during the past several days, and while in many 
quarters factors state that there is practically none avail- 
able on the spot, others state that small lots are available 
on the spot at 60c a pound as the minimum quotation. The 
demand for this article has picked up considerably dur- 
ing the week. Futures are in strong demand, but because 
of speculation it is difficult to get a reasonable idea on 
quotations. 

Dinitrophenol—There has been a heavy call from 
South America for dinitrophenol during the week and 
prices advanced only to fall again on account of inability 
to move stocks promptly. It is reported that producers 
are pretty well sold up on contract, and whatever export 
business was done commanded good prices. Some spot of- 
ferings are being made at 75c@82c, with 70c@72c as the 
prevailing quotation on contract. 

Dinitrobenzol—The New York market continues weak. 
Consumers are more or less anxious about this product, 
but prices have not appealed to them, and holders of spot 
stocks, which are said to be ample, are quoting 35c@37c 
a pound. ; 

Hydrazobenzene—Spot stocks continue in strong de- 
mand. Offerings are said to be unusually light. Quotations 
are heard in many directions at $1.40@$2. 

Metatoluylenediamime—Spot stocks are light, and in 
the face of heavy calls from manufacturers both here and 
abroad, prices are holding firm at $1.70@$1.75 a pound. 
Several large factors seem unwilling to quote. 

Monodinitrochlorbenzol—Prices show an additional ad- 
vance this week because of heavy demand, with spot offer- 
ings light. Quotations heard for whatever spot is avail- 
able range from 48c to 52c 

Monoethylaniline—Spot offerings continue very light. 
The demand is heavy from all directions. Now and then 
a quotation is heard, however, of $1@$1.25. 

Naphthalene—There has been an increased demand dur- 
ing the week for spot stocks and prices show an advance. 
Many producers state that they are sold up far ahead. The 
white flake of the best quality has been quoted in one or 
two directions at 10c a pound_as the inside price in car lots. 

Naphthylamine—It is learned that further concessions 
are being made on foreign business. The market has 
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firmed up slightly during the week and prices are holding 
steady at $1.10@$1.20 a pound. 

Nitrotoluol—Increased activity is noted this week, and 
prices have advanced for spot stocks. It is understood 
that the Government is placing heavy orders for T. N, T. 
and this has given additional strength to nitrotoluol. Quo- 
tations at this writing are 60c@65c a pound. 

Para-amidophenol—The market is much firmer on this 
product. Buying has been heavy all along the line. The 
base is quoted at $5.50@$6 on the spot, with considerable 
speculation going on. 

Paradichlorbenzol—This by-product remains inactive, 
Spot supplies are said to be light with 25c a pound pre- 
vailing. : 

Phthalic Anhydride—Because there is so little of- 
fered on the spot it is difficult to quote on this article. 
Inquiries are heavy from ail directions, and now and then 
the price of $6.50 a pound is heard. 

Toluines—The demand increases for this product and 
the tone of the market is steady and strong. Prices are 
a shade higher. Following are the quotations at this writ- 
ing: Mixture, 80c@90c a pound; the para on the spot, 
$2@$2.30 a pound, and the ortho on the spot, $1.20@$1.30 
a pound. ; 

Toluol—Government buying has been heavy during the 
week on toluol, and in many quarters the product is quoted 
nominally at $2 a gallon as the inside price, with $1.80 
heard on contract.

WAR MAY END GERMAN POTASH MONOPOLY 

Prof. Gregory of Glasgow, Scotland, lecturing recently 
before the Royal Institution in London on the “Distribution 
of Mineral Resources and the German Potash Monopoly,” 
said it had been calculated that the quantity of potash in 
Germany would last for 600,000 years. The German salt 
field presented many interesting geological problems. The 
salts were no doubt formed by the drying up of a sea, 
the water of which was repeatedly renewed from the ocean 
and the salts had subsequently often dissolved and rede- 
in and thus collected into vast subterranean pillars of 
salt. 

The output of German potash was restricted by the Gov- 
ernment in order to control prices to secure the working 
of the poorer mines, and to protect the rivers from being 
made too saline by the waste waters. If upper Alsace 
were reannexed to France its extensive supply of potash 
salts might break the German monopoly, which otherwise 
would be re-established at the end of the war.
